What was Snadny night 100 square miles 


of fertile, growing fields is now n, lake 
from eight to ten feet in depth. Individual 
escapes fr<tn the onward rush of the water 
are numerous, and many thrilling stories 
havo been told of families going to sleep 
Sunday night in. fancied security and wak- 
ing up to flud thoir dwelling rocked to and 
fro by tho motion of tho water. 


Individual losses aro not obtainable but 


tho aggregate will bo enormous. In this 
city 1'ouadries, factories and mills havo 
been forced 
to suspend.

LOUISIANA, Mo., May 15.—Tho Sny lovoo

Somo 


idea can be formed of tho damage that will 
result from this inundation whon it is. con- 
sidered that the Sny vftlloy extends from a 
point five miles below this city to a point 
opposite Hannibal, with an average width 
of flvo miles, and possessing as rica soil as 
thcro is in the Stato of Illinois. 


Since tho break of 1SS1 tho lovoo was so 


ropairod as to Inspire confidence apain, 
and many cow farm-houses wore byilt 
and thousands of acros cultivated. Thoro- 
never was a better prospect for a- largo 
yield ot wheat and corn than before this 
disaster. 
It will now bo, swept away 


by tl'.o Hood, except that situated on tho 
higher ground. 
Although great anxiety 


has existed for some days over tho safety 
ol! the levco and many pooplc left with 
thoir flocks and herds, still the greater part 
remained and have suffered groat loss. 


NIHAL, Mo., May 15.—-The river hero 


is still rising at tho rate of ono naif inch 
an hour. The railroad tracks on Front

rocks to stop tho leaks. Tho river continues 
to encroach upon the embankment and the 
outlook is gloomy. 


Tho water has spread all over the low 


grounds of South Hannibal, and hundreds 
of families have beon compelled to move, 
Tho water fit S o'clock' last night reached 
tho high-water mark of 1SS1, with no siffn 
of subsiding. 


Much of tlio Icveo is composed of made 


soil and sand, which is not calculated to 
withstand such a tremendous pressure aa 
is now brought against it. Third stroot 
bridge has been abandoned and is being 
weighted down to keep it from breaking 
loose and drifting away. 


On tho Missouri sldo tho break at Alex- 


andria has caused a groat sea covering SO,- 
000 acres o£ land, ia tho midst of which, is a 
modern Venice with impromptu craft of 
all kinds and sizes. The water floods tho 
town of Alexandria from two to six feet 
deep. 
Tho people wore in 
a taan- 


ucr prepared for the flood and tho suffering 
is not great. Tho bottom was planted in 
wheat and corn and tho farming community 
reckon on thoir loss at figures aggregating 
S300,000. Most of tho live stock has beon 
driven to tho bluffs. 


ROCK ISLAND, 111., May 10.—Considerable 


anxiety is felt lost the Rock Island and 
Peoria embankment, which, protects tho 
southwestern portion of tho city from the 
Mississippi, should give way and that part 
bo inundated. Tho water is steadily ad- 
vancing and is now one inch higher than 
its greatest height in 1SS1. 


Bi-KLtsoTOX, la., May 15.—Tho river hero 


lacks but two inches of tho high water of 
1SS1—tho biggest flood since 1S51—and may 
possibly comu to it, although it can not 
pass is. Several small herds of cattle in 
the adjacent bottom lands of Illinois and 
Iowa have boon drowned and much loss to 
farmers occasioned. 


GALENA, 111., May IS.—Tho flood camo to 


a stand at this point Sunday morning, and 
at C o'clock last night th« water had fallen 
a littlo over one inch. It will take weeks 
to recover from tho effects of tho inunda- 
tior. hero after the water goes down. The 
stoppage of tho factories and othor indus- 
tries by tho flood has thrown many persons 
out of employment. 


ST. PAUL, Minu., May 15.—Tho danger 


from high water has passed and in all prob- 
ability tho people along tho flats will soon 
be able to resume their ordinary life on 
dry land. The water began receding Sun- 
day night, and as it generally recedes vory 
rapidly tho prospects are that no moro 
damage will be done.
